Brown's rafusal • ti<y be- 
fore the Frankfort grand jury has 
caused much diseumion among the 
lawyers. One interview, publi«he<l in 
a aMming paper, waa to tba aftcttbat 
ao JMuaUo n ahonM ba made between 
the Governor and any other ciUr^ii. 
Bmqr J. W. Sandan tokM an opposite 
vtow^ andtNoitM atfani InterM^iug 
precedents. He made tbe following 
clear statement to a reporter of the 
CourieisTournal yesterday: 

"Whaa Iba Omnd Jury of the 
United StatH einait court at Rich 
montl, Va., M»y terra 1897, to inves- 
tigate the chmge of treason against 
Aaron Born laMnd a aalqioana direct 
ed to Thomas Jefferson, President ot 
the United Wtatas, to appear as a wit 
nesi on behalf «f Iha gOTommant of 
the United StotM, he flatly refuiie<l to 
obet the subpoeha. Hi* lole gmund 
waa that he was Chief Executive of 
the ynitod Stotoa. Fivm that day to 
tbia, tto law fai tbb raipeetbas been 
aettled. The reason uf the rule is 
that the exeoutivo ia one of the 00- 
eqnal da p ar t ma nta of tbo g otarnmo u t, 
and as luch is the Coraraander-in-< hi( f 
of the army and navy, and alone can 
proTida troopa to enforce the power of 
the court «bM its authority is defied. 
The executive of dther Bteto or Fed- 
eral Governn.eot may be impeached, 
M provided by tba Constitution, but 
jiot pnnirikad lar eontaMpt in raftMing 

to obey pnxjem of the rivjuion 
Ihe executive u~toequal with the ju- 
dicial department of the government. 
To illustrate, this &Mtanoe, which oc- 
ci^rred during tbe Prarideney of t. 
Jefferson, is given. Judgement wiu> 
rendered in the District Court of tbe 
United StotM at Now Orlaana, adjud- 
ing valuable real aatote in that city t<> 
tEe client8of Mr. Edward Living8t<in 
was one ot the moet distinguishtd 
in the United States, and this 
J^j|gnlant wm not enforced because 
t|w Secretary of Wu, by direction of 
the Prssident, ordawd tbe ooaMnandar 
of the garriaon at Naw Orlaaas to 
prevent its execution. This resulted 
in great pecuniary loss to Mr. Liv* 
ingiton and Mi elianti. Livingston 
made continuous and unavailing ef- 
w.-i.:s. »r-T3£b ^ what he considered to Im> 
a great wroagTwSnh^ed Bugtaine<i 
by this action of the n^«°t- 

"When Mr. Jefleroon's tg^H^^f "^ce 
as President expired Mr. Liviu] 
bnMgbt suit in the Circuit Court ot 
tba United StotM at IHdimnnd, Va., 
agaiast Mr. JeflerHou t^) recover dani> 
agM^r the loss which he and his 
oOantobad anstainad baeauMt^tbe 
interiereuce of the Executive in pre- 
venting tbe enforcement of the judg- 
ment rendered in the United States 
District Court at Naw Orleans. His 
attorney was Peter 8. Du Ponceau, of 
Philod^lpbia, who was recognized as 
one of tba foramoat lawyers in the 
Unilil Stataa, and wboM eommanta- 
ries 00 the Constitution of the United 
Stelwpublishad many years ago indi- 
cate olaarly that ba «na ono of the 
great lawyers of the country. To thin 
suit Jefferson pleaded in bar that the 
acts complained of were his official 
acta a^ Praaidoat of tba United StotM, 
and that ho wm not liable to bo sued 
therefor. To thi* plea Mr. Du I'ou- 
ojau iat(V|MMed a demurrer. Upon 
full argoBMnt bafcra Obiaf Jnatioa 
Marshall at Richmond, Vs., the de- 
murrer was everruled by the Chief 
Justice, who held that tbe plea was 
a good and sufficient defense and bar 
tu the action. Whenever a question 
of this character hH been raised, if 
tba privilaga of tbo 'Ezaoutive has 
baan aatortad H kiM baan anatained. 
Gen. Grant, when he was Preitident, 
wMfnbpoenied and he obeyed it, and 
dUaKnad to avaU kiaMrirorkli 
tive'ipritilegoa."

He is 
drefeed in conventional black an^ 
vvbili' stripes, and has to do the IiH'k- 
step with tbe old, hardened sinners. 

Hia name' ia OLartM Bryan, and 
according to his own statement he is 
14 years old. His 8i/.e and general 
childlike ajipearauce suggest that the 
latter may be a fact, for he is very 
small. Young Bryan is a deaf-mute, 
whose criilunal career began when he 
WM pine years old. He ahowed pre- 
cooionsneM inaomneb that he* oouM 
pick almost any lock be eoiild get 
bold of, and his mania rau to locks, 
and latterly to those behind which 
there wu something worth stealing. 
He was finally apprehended and sent 
to tbe reform school, from which he 
made thrM suceeaaful eaMpoa.

.lust what rea.sons existed for not 
having a grade crossing' do not appear, 
but it dues appear that such a echeme 
was not deemed feasible, and hence 
the smaller channel was borne over 
the larger.
